Fiscal Court looks 
for solutions for 
ambulance service

Funding of the Hickman County 
ambulance service was a hot topic for 
the Fiscal Court meeting Monday, Feb. 
11, the court viewed this topic and 
several more in the morning meeting 
which began at 8:30 a.m. 

Hickman County Judge/Executive 
Greg Pruitt informed the magistrates 
that since November 2011, the fiscal 
court has contributed $80,000 to help 
keep the ambulance service running. 
The process of monthly contribution 
began as a temporary agenda to help 
sustain the service until Arbor Place 
got up and running. It was initially 
believed that the significant decrease in 
ambulance runs over the past couple of 
years was due to Arbor Place closing, 
and that once it was opened back up, 
the higher number of monthly runs 
would resume and the ambulance 
service would once again be self 
sustainable. Pruitt told the magistrates 
that he no longer sees this as the case, 
and a more permanent solution for 
funding the ambulance service needs 
to be established. 

“Three years ago,” he said, “the 
ambulance service made 1,200 runs. 
Two years ago, they had 800, and 
last year they had a little more than 
400 runs.” Pruitt explained that 
even if Arbor Place were to fill up to 
maximum capacity, the number of 
added ambulance runs would not make

At 1:28 a.m., Monday morning, 
Feb. 11, a major historical landmark 
of Clinton came crashing down. Two 
stories of brick, roofing, 2” xl2” 24 
ft. wood beams pan caked on top of 
each other as the 150 year old home 
of the Hickman County Historical & 
Genealogical Society died. 

Earlier in the proceeding week, the 
building had been hit with a microburst 
of high winds and extreme wind driven 
rain during a late night very violent 
thunderstorm. The force of the micro 
burst tore and ripped metal sections 
from the sides and front of the building 
that had been in existence for more 
than 100 years. 

The 30 ft. by 80 ft. structure is 
now being recommended for total 
demolition. With more than 60 percent 
of the building mass now collapsed, 
the remaining brick walls are a serious 
threat to life and property. 

The building at the intersection of 
Clay Street and Jefferson Street has 
been owned by the Hickman County 
Historical and Genealogical Society 
for more than 10 years. 

The Hickman County Historical and 
Genealogical Society is very unique 
in that this society has records from 
the very first county of the Jackson 
Purchase. In 1818, General Andrew

School Board 
to hire SLEO

The Hickman County School Board 
came together at 7:30 a.m. on Thursday, 
Feb. 7 in special session to discuss the 
hiring of a school security officer. As 
previously reported, the school board 
decided in their January meeting to hire 
a security officer for the schools, and 
were trying to decide between hiring 
a Special Law Enforcement Officer 
(SLEO) or a School Resource Officer 
(SRO). After lengthy discussion, the 
board voted to hire an SLEO. 

An SLEO works directly with the 
Justice Department and is an employee 
of the Board of Education. This means 
that the officer would be on a 180 to 
185 day contract, and the officer will 
have no legal jurisdiction off of school 
grounds. 

An SRO is a Sheriff’s Deputy 
that is assigned to work with the 
school system. Although the Sheriff’s 
Department would have the authority 


to pull the SRO out of the schools to 
conduct other operations in the county 
when needed, Hickman County Sheriff 
Mark Green told the board that he 
would be willing to sign an agreement 
stating that such a procedure would 
not happen. The Sheriff’s Department 
would also be in charge of keeping 
the training up to date. It will be 
the responsibility of the Board of 
Education to enforce training standards 
for the SLEO. 

Board member Allen Kyle hoped 
that the schools could get the best of 
both worlds, hiring an SLEO to provide 
security for the schools and the schools 
only during the school year, but to work 
with the sheriff in the summer. Sheriff 
Green informed the board that this was 
not possible. 

Board member Joe Samuel, who was 
quiet for most of the discussion, said

added ambulance runs would 
not make up for the significant 
decrease in recent years. 
Pruitt mentioned that a county 
ambulance taxing district may 
need to be created in order to 
permanently sustain the service. 
He said that several county 
residents have approached him 
and said that they wouldn’t 
mind paying a little extra if it 
meant paying an extra tax. 

Another option, Pruitt 
explained, would be to entertain 
a potential proposal by Parkway 
Regional Hospital in Fulton. 
Pruitt said that he had recently 
spoken with Rob Calhoun, CEO 
of Parkway Regional Hospital, 
about entertaining two different 
routes that can be taken. One 
option would be to allow the 


hospital to run the service out of 
their location in Fulton, and the 
other option would be for them 
to establish a station in Hickman 
County. The first option would 
seemingly less expensive, 
but would likely result in a 
longer response time. Parkway 
Regional Hospital currently 
administers the ambulance 
service for the cities of Fulton, 
South Fulton, and Hickman, 
and Fulton County. 

Judge Pruitt has announced 
that he will host a “Saturday 
morning discussion” about the 
county ambulance service on 
Saturday, Feb. 23 at 9 a.m. at the 
Young Center in Clinton. The 
public is invited to come and 
discuss the potential options. 

After the discussion about the 


ambulance service dilemma, a 
brief report was given about the 
new county clerk’s office inside 
the courthouse. Pruitt said that 
the office was about 95 percent 
complete. Hickman County 
Clerk Jimbo Berry announced 
that the last minute details are 
now being wrapped up. He said 
that one computer is still down. 
Berry said that there will be 
a security camera going up in 
the hallway, and another in the 
evidence room. 

The next regularly scheduled 
meeting for the Hickman 
County Fiscal Court will be held 
on Monday, March 11 at 6:30 
p.m. in the court room in the 
Hickman County Courthouse.

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Jackson secured by treaty with 
the Chickasaw Indian Nation all 
the land between the Mississippi 
River and Tennessee River and 
the area included all land from 
the Ohio River down to the 
Tennessee and Mississippi State 
boundaries. 

In 1822, the single county 
of Hickman spanned the entire 
geography of the Kentucky 
portion of the Jackson Purchase. 
We now know this area as the 
eight counties of the Jackson 
Purchase. 

The Historical and 
Genealogical Society held more 
than 100,000 records, maps, 
documents, letters concerning 
the formation and settlement of 
this part of America’s frontier. 
Eater records show the impact of 
the American Civil War as well 
as the rise of West Kentucky 
settlement patterns for the early 
years of the 20 th century. 

At this time, plans are being 
made to clear away the roof 
and second floor debris. This 
will allow for a special team 
of historical disaster specialists 
to recovery the most important 


records in the building. About 
90 percent of the records were 
kept in harden file cases, made 
of heavy metal. It is expected 
that these files survived the 
building collapse without much 
damage. 

The Historical & Genealogical 
Society is looking for another 
building to move to in the near 
future. The Society may have 
lost its building, but it has not 


lost its frontier spirit. They will 
pick themselves up from the 
concrete, dust their selves off, 
and once again document the 
past. 

They will continue to make 
history a major lens through 
which their leaders may better 
define the collective cultural 
heritage future.

Foreign persons must report 
U.S. agricultural land holdings 


Marketing assistance loans 
and loan deficiency payments 
continued for the 2013 crop year 


Kentucky USD A Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley, reminds foreign 
persons with an interest 
in agricultural lands in the 
United States that they 
are required to report their 
holdings and any transactions 
to the U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

“Any foreign person who 
acquires, transfers or holds 
any interest, other than a 
security interest, including 
leaseholds of 10 years or 
more, in agricultural land 
in the United States is 
required by law to report 
the transaction no later than 
90 days after the date of the 
transaction,” said McCauley. 

Foreign investors must 
file Agricultural Foreign 
Investment Disclosure 
Act (AFIDA) reports with 
the FSA county office that 
maintains reports for the 
county where the land is 
located. 

“Failure to file a report, 
filing a late report or filing an 
inaccurate report can result 
in a penalty with fines up to 
25 percent of the fair market 
value of the agricultural 
land,” said McCauley. 

For AFIDA purposes, 
agricultural land is defined 
as any land used for 
farming, ranching or timber 
production, if the tracts total 
10 acres or more. 

Disclosure reports are 
also required when there 
are changes in land use. For 


example, reports are required 
when land use changes from 
nonagricultural to agricultural 
or from agricultural to 
nonagricultural. Foreign 
investors must also file a 
report when there is a change 
in the status of ownership 
such as the owner changes 
from foreign to non-foreign, 
from non-foreign to foreign 
or from foreign to foreign.

Most basketball teams hope 
to be peaking at this time 
of the year with the district 
tournaments just around the 
corner.

Hickman County boys 
basketball coach Henry 
Edwards said he wouldn’t need 
a lucky rabbit’s foot as a charm 
to him grab the slip of paper 
from an envelope with the “No. 
1” seed written on it for the 
upcoming district tournament. 

“Let me show you what I 
have been carrying around since 
I was a young man,” Edwards 
said, displaying a tiny rock on a 
chain. “It’s my lucky rock.” 

So, rock and all Edwards will 
be there when the district draw 
is held Sunday after his star 
guard, Eric Kerney, connected 
on ten consecutive foul shots 
to lead his Falcons past Fulton 
City, 57-47, Feb. 7 at the 
Bulldogs gym. 

With the win, their first over 
the Bulldogs in the past two 
years, the Falcons gained a tie 
with their erstwhile tormentors 
and Carlisle County for the top 
seed in the District. 

The top seed will then take on 
No. 4 seed and Tournament host 
Fulton County in the district 
semifinals next week at Fulton 
County.
